Public Notice No. 141-ITC (PN)/69, dated a7-8'69, regarding import of Dates from Iraq^durjng 
September* 69—August ’70 llcensiag period on annual basis. 

2. It has been decided to grant supplementary licences on a quota of 30% for Import of 
“Dates” from Iraq to the established importers, having past import of “Dates” from that country 
by Sailing vessels/Steamers etc., within the prescribed basic period vi 2 j?t 1956-57 to 1966-67 
on annual basis. 

3. The aforesaid established importers may submit theirrapplicatlons to the Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay/Calcutta/Madras/Central Licensing Area 
New I 3 elhi/Dy. Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Ernakulam, (according to the Jurisdiction

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under which they fall), on or before the rsth December, 1969 No past importj^documents 
are requir^ to be porduccd, provided such documents wcre,produccd in the past and were accepted 
by the licensing authorities concerned for issue of licences for import of Dates from Iraq. How¬ 
ever, the established importers should quote the number and date of licences obtained by them 
in the preceding two periods. 

4. It has aljo'been decided, that the Importers Who are eligible in terms of Anhexurc to this 
Public Notice will also be granted supplementary licences on equal value basis, irrcsncciive of 
their past imports <}f‘''‘Dates’’ from Ira<^ They may submit their applications to the Joint 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports (Central Licensing Area), New Delhi on or before the 
13th December, 1969, in the usual form and manner complete in all respect. 

3. No double benefit Will be given and the applicants should submit one application only 
either in terms of paragraph 2 or 4 of this Public Notice and they should clearly mention in their 
application that they have applied in one capacity only and not under both. 

6. Licendes issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid for import of dates from Iraq, 
subiect to the condition that not less than 60^^ of the face value of the licence shall have to be 
utilised for import of Dates from Iraq by Sailing vessels only and the balance 40% by steamers 
etCi 


7. All incomplete applications are liable to be rejected. 

8. The licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid upto the 30th June, 
1970 from the date of Issue and no further extension in the validity period of the licences will 
be granted. 

9. It may be noted that for grant of minimum value of the licences, the provisions contained 
i n paragraph 45 of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1969 will 
apply.
